It is said that Lowndesboro’s 
homes survived the Civil War when 
1 local physician was able to 
onvince the Yankee raiders on a 
march from Selma to Montgomery 
that a smallpox epidemic was raging 

Following the War, Lowndesboro 


never returned to its ortginal

MOVE SHRUBS 

If you have shrubs around the 
house that have grown too big, now 
is the time to move them. 

First cut the limbs back by a third 
or a half by sawing off the longef 
limbs inside the plants. This gives 
the plant less limb and leaf area for 
the roots to support, so it has a better 
chance of surviving 

Then, dig a trench around the 
plant, leaving a ball of earth around 
the root system Carefully cut 
underneath the ball and place a piece 
of cloth, such as burlap, under it. 
Two people can carry the shrub by 
lifting the corners of the cloth. 

Transplant the shrub as soon as 
possible after digging it up. Be sure 
to plant it at the same depth from 
which you removed it, and water it 
thoroughly. Don't let it dry out. If 
you have a spell without rain after 
moving the shrub, continue to water

They have a long 
blooming season, are free from most 
severe plant pests and diseases, and 
can grow in a variety of soil 
conditions. 

Crape myrtles often suffer from 
improper pruning. The sculpture- 
like form of these ornamerttals - one 
of their most attractive features - is 
easily destroyed by 
pruning 

Winter is the best t..ne to prune 
crape myrtles. Begin by removing 
only the undesirable trunks at 
ground level to reduce the overall 
amount of the plant. Then, remove

USDA Announces 


Support Levels For 


1985 Crop Peanuts 


Peanut farmers will receive a 
national average support level of 
$559 per short ton for 1985-crop 
juota peanuts, up $9 per ton from 
the 1984 level of $550 per “ton, 
Secretary of Agriculture John R 
Block announced recently. Farmers 
will also receive $148 per ton for 
1985-crop additional peanuts, down 
$37 per ton from the $185-per-ton 
evel for 1984, Block said 
Additional loan collateral peanuts 
from the 1985 crop will be sold by 
SDA‘s Commodity Credit 
Corporation for export edible use at 
no less than $425 per ton, unchanged 
from 1984, Block said 
Current law sets the national 
support price for 1985 quota peanuts 
the same as the 1984 quota support 
level plus the increase in the average 
production costs for 1984, excluding 
any rise in land costs. This increase 
innot be more than 6 percent 
Block said USDA has estimated 
1984 peanut production costs 
increased from those of 1983, so a 
$9 per ton increase in necessary 
Additional peanuts are those 
grown in addition to a farm's 
poundage quota or those grown on a 
farm without a poundage quota 
USDA sets the price support rate 
in additional peanuts to ensure no 
Credit 
Corporation from sale or disposal of 
these peanuts. In determining the 
support rate, USDA takes into 
account factors such as the demand 
for peanut oil and peanut meal, 
foreign demand for U.S, peanuts and 
expected prices for other vegetable 
ils and protein meals

One method 
is to soak the accessory (if possible) 
in hot, soapy water for about 1S 
minutes, Rinse with hot water and 
rub with a soft cloth until lacquer

Another way to remove lacquer Ss 
to rub with a soft cloth moistened 
with denatured alcohol. Remember

Taxpayers who held qualified 
diesel-powered highway vehicles on 
January 1, 1985, are entitled to a 
one-time credit on their 1984 income 
tax returns, Philip J. Sullivan, 
District Director of Internal Revenue 
Service in Alabama said

Damage To Big Bear Grocery Store 


An early morning fire in the Elba 
Big Bear supermarket caused major 
damage to all the businesses in the 
strip, while putting the grocery store 
out of business for a while. 

Owner Waylon Adkinson dis- 
covered the fire when he arrived 
shortly after 3 a.m. and entered the 
building. He normally goes in at that 
time, checks equipment and 
readiness to open at 7 a.m. On 
Monday he was also preparing for a 
delivery at 4:30. 

He said he noticed some smoke 
when he entered the store, to the left 
rear, where a cluster of compressors 
operates coolers and freezers. When 
he found none of them was burned 
out, he returned to the front office 
and called the police for help to look 
for a possible fire. He then moved to 
other parts of the building, and as he 
reached a door leading to the back 
storage area, he noticed flames. 
Adkinson returned to the telehone 
and notified the police department 
that he definitely had a fire and 
needed the fire department. 

About this time the police car 
arrived, the policeman grabbed a fire 
extinguisher and followed 
Adkinson’s directions to where he 
had seen flames under the door. By 
the time Adkinson got there himself 
the police had seen the magnitude of 
the fire and told the owner it was too 
advanced for their hand-held 
extinguishers.

Numerous motions have been 
filed in the case, which is almost one 
year old; however, the recent order 
will clear the way for the actual trial

“‘T maintain a list of voters and 
provide the copies and certified 
statements as required by law, but | 
am requesting your opinion as to 
how much further my additional 
duties should be in this matter and 
exactly what the Board of Registrars 


By the time the flames had been 
extinguished the fire had burned or 
caused heat and smoke damage to 
the entire supermarket, but had also 
caused extensive damage to 
adjoining businesses 

Family Dollar Store suffered 
some water damage and massive

When an opinion was 
expressed in his presence that it 
might take five or six months, 
Adkinson said forcibly, ‘‘Oh no, it 
better not!’’ While he was still 
exploring options, he said late 
Tuesday that he was working to get 
the business back in operation within 
the shortest time possible, even if 
he, his family and staff had to work 
under less than perfect conditions.

Monday. The contractor who built
